Hello 


Thank you for contacting us. Bear in 
mind, firstly, that lantern slides were not 
designed to be continuously displayed. 
They were intended for use occasionally 
in a lantern projector as part of a show 
or lecture and then stored in a light- 
proof box. Continuous display in lighted 
conditions would bleach them out and 
you would lose the image.

Dust is a problem. The solution depends 
on the type of slide. Are yours 3 1/4” x 
4” or 3 1/4” square glass? If so, they will 
have cover glasses protecting the image 
and you should be able to clean the 
outsides with a slightly moistened cloth 
to remove dust deposits. Other types of 
slides may not have cover glasses and 
the image would be unprotected. In that 
case it 1s really only safe to clean the 
glass side and limit the image side to use 
of a soft brush to remove surface dust. 


I hope that helps a little.
